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REFERENDUM  ON  PARITY 


Faculty  Fights  Move  For  Student  Parity 


The  Students'  Administra- 
tive Council  has  issued  a 
pamphlet  recommending 
that  no  students  participate 
in  any  meeting  of  the 
interim  general  committee 
of  the  Council  of  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science. 

This  interim  general 
committee  was  set  up  last 
year  by  the.  Council  to 
attempt  to  restructure  the 
Council's  present  unwieldy 
size  and  to  study  the  whole 
question  of  representation 
on  this  body.  Especially  as 
applied  to  student  demands 
for  decision-making 
responsibility. 

Student  leaders  of  the 
push  for  student  legislative 
respectability  became  upset 
in  October  when  the  interim 
rommittee     tabled,     until 

►     xt     April,     a     student 
resentative     request     to 
ave      a     guaranteed 
restructuring     committee 
consisting  of  five  students, 
five  staff  and  the  Dean. 

The  student  leaders  feel 
this  action  defeats 
effectively  any  chances  for 
full  discussion  of  the 
student  responsibility  issue, 
and  any  hopes  of  significant 
reform.

The  following  is  a 
communique  issued  by  the 
Students'  Administrative 
Council  on  this  matter. 

Referendum 

Two  weeks  ago,  your 
student  representatives  on 
the  Council  of  the  Faculty 
of  Arts  and  Science 
withdrew  from  all 
participation  in  the  work  of 
the  Council  and  its 
committees.  They  will  not 
resume  their  active  role 
until  the  students  they 
represent  have  given  them  a 
clear  directive. 

The  issue  over  which 
they  have  withdrawn  is  the 
refusal  of  the  Council  to 
guarantee  changes  in  the 
decision-making  process  of 
♦he  Faculty  that  would 
'ow  students  to  assume  a 
lly  responsible  role. 

Restructuring 

At  the  end  of  1969-70, 
a  committee  recommended 
to  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and 
Science  that  the 
decision-making  Council  be 
significantly  streamlined: 


"The  committee  shares 
the  generally  held  view  that 
the  present  structure  of  the 
Council  is  unsatisfactory 
because  (i),  it  is  too  large  to 
be  an  efficient 
decision-making  body,  and 
(ii),  its  size  makes  individual 
members  feel  that  they  are 
not  playing  a  significant  role 
in  running  the  University. 
The  committee  accordingly 
recommends  the  Council  as 
a  working  body  yet  makes 
provision  in  University 
government  for  as  many 
interested  members  of  the 
University  community  as 
possible." 

As  a  result  of  this 
recommendation,  the 
Council's  decision-making 
process  was  altered  for 
1970-71  on  an  interim  basis 
only.  The  powers  formerly 
held  by  the  1300  member 
Council  were  handed  over 
to  a  body  of  169  known  as 
the  General  Committee  of 
the  Faculty  of  Arts  and 
Science. 

Reaction 

While  student 
representation  was  now 
proportionately  higher  in 
the  smaller  body,  response 
over  the  summer  from 
student  leaders  in  the 
Colleges  and  Course  Unions 
was  confused  and  far  from 
satisfied.  The  chief  threat  to 
the  validity  of  decisions 
made  by  the  interim  body 
was  the  veto  power  which 
rested  with  the  Council 
itself  on  which  students 
held  a  theoretical  0.03%  of 
the  vote. 

Nevertheless,  despite 
the  fact  that  student 
representation  would  still  be 
proportionally  less  than  that 
held  on  the  disputed  model 
of  the  new  top  governing 
structure  of  the  University, 
it  was  agreed  that  the 
student  seats  on  the  Arts 
and  Science  General 
Committee  would  be 
accepted  —  on  the 
understanding  that  the 
proposed  General 
Committee  was  an  interim 
structure  only  and  that  the 
whole  question  of 
representation  would  be 
discussed  fully  in  the 
ensuing  year. 

Consequently,  at  the 
beginning  of  the  1970-71 
session,  the  student 
representatives  asked  for  the 
guaranteed  restructuring 
committee  to  consist  of  five 
students,  five  staff  and  the 
Dean.  At  a  special  meeting 
in  October,  the  General 
Committee  tabled  this 
motion  until  April,  1 97 1  — 
thus  effectively  defeating 
chances  for  a  full  discussion, 
let  alone  significant  reform. 


Who  Cares? 

.  The  answer  to  this  lies 
in  an  understanding  of  the 
work  of  the  Faculty 
Council.  The  work  is  done, 
for  the  most  part,  in 
Committees.  However, 
business  may  be  brought 
directly  to  the  attention  of 
the  Council.  The  following 
summary  of  Committees 
will  indicate  the  scope  of 
the  Council's  influence: 

Undergraduate  Studies: 
—  to  consider  curriculum  in 
general  and  the  academic 
regulations  of  the  New 
Programme. 

Humani  ties.  Life 
Sciences,  Physical  Sciences. 
Social  Sciences:  —  to  review 
and  propose  courses  in  all 
departments  and  to 
recommend  to  departments 
areas  in  which  new  courses 
are  needed  and  where  there 
are  too  many  courses. 

Admissions:  —  To 
recommend  policy  on 
admissions  in   the  Faculty. 

Evaluation:  -  to 
consider  evaluation  and 
departmental  requests  for 
exemption  from  Faculty 
requirements  for  exams, 
marks,  etc. 

I  n  te  rdisciplinary 
Studies:  to    coordinate 

departmental      course 
offerings. 

Scholarships  and  other 
Awards:  —  Standing  —  to 
consider  the  reports  of  the 
examiners. 

Petitions  -  to  deal  with 
all  individual  petitions. 

These  are  the  basic 
decisions  that  affect  the 
quality  of  your  education  in 
the  Faculty  of  Arts  and 
Science.

RADIO  ERINDALE  HASSLE 
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by  Paul  Trueman 

Professor  Alloway,  of 
the  Psychology  department 
holds  on  the  E.C.C.  the 
position  of  chairman  of  the 
Student  Facilities 
Committee.  He  has  given  a 
notice  of  motion  for  the 
November  16th  meeting  of 
the  Council  to  the  effect: 

(i)  That  Radio  Erindale 
cease  broadcasting  in  the 
Cafeteria  between  the  hours 
of  1 1 :30  a.m.  and  1 :30  p.m. 

(ii)  That  Radio 
Erindale  remove  the  volume 
controls  from  the  cafeteria 
and  the  Junior  Common 
Room  and  insure  that  the 
volume  of  broadcasts  will  be 
reduced  to  a  level  such  that 
they  will  not  disturb  people 
in  the  areas  of  the  building 
other  than  where  the 
speakers  are  located. 

Professor  Alloway  was 
prompted  to  such  action  by 
a  petition  of  complaint 
signed  by  over  100  people, 
mostly  secretarial  staff, 
almost  the  entire  cafeteria 
staff,  and  some  faculty  and 
students. 

Apparently,  the  noise 
from  the  radio's  speakers  in 
the  Common  Room  has 
frequently  been  turned  up 
loudly  enough  to  penetrate 
into  the  Language  Lab, 
Room  158  (one  of  the  few 
rooms  in  the  college  set 
aside  for  study),  and  the 
offices  on  the  second  floor 
above  the  Common  Room. 


As  for  the  cafeteria,  the 
kitchen  staff  are  a  captive 
audience,  so  their  complaint 
is  understandable.  Unless 
one  wants  to  deliver  one's 
body  into  the  clutches  of 
Versafoods  Inc.,  one  has  to 
eat  in  the  cafeteria,  so  the 
secretaries  and  various 
faculty  and  student 
complaints  are  valid. 

This  matter  has  been 
complicated  by  political 
considerations,  specifically, 
the  question  of  who  has 
jurisdiction  over  Radio 
Erindale  and  its  facilities  — 
the  Erindale  College  Council 
orS.A.G.E.? 

At  the  November  9th 
meeting  of  S.A.G.E.,  the 
question  of  power  over  the 
intercom  system  known  as 
Radio  Erindale  was 
discussed  at  length. 

Since  the  financing  of 
the  "Radio"  was  split  50/50 
between  S.A.G.E.  and  the 
E.C.C.  ($2,000  from  each), 
there  was  a  suggestion  that 
S.A.G.E.  gain  effective 
control  by  either 
contributing  a  token  sum 
more  to  the  "Radio", 
(which  wouldn't  work  — 
why  not  will  be  left  as  a 
mental  exercise  for  the 
reader),  or  by  completely 
buying  out  the  E.C.C.  by  an 
investment  of  $2,000  from 
S.A.G.E.  (providing  the 
E.C.C.  would  sell). 

The  meeting  ended  with 


a  resolution,  passed 
unanimously,  that  all 
recommendations  for  Radio 
Erindale  should  go  through 
S.A.G.E. 

The  executive  of  Radio 
Erindale  was  at  work  early 
Tuesday  to  regain  some 
control  over  events.  They 
had  seen  Professor  Alloway 
and  agreed  reluctantly  to 
some  changes  in  the 
mechanics  of  the  speakers 
and  the  volume  controls. 

The  volume  controls  in 
the  cafeteria  and  Common 
Room  are  to  be 
disconnected  and  the 
speakers  are  to  be  removed 
from  the  ceiling  and  placed 
or  fixed  to  the  walls  so  that 
the  sound  is  not  so 
penetrating. 

The  work  involved  in 
bringing  about  these 
mechanical  changes  will 
probably  be  done  by  the 
staff  of  Radio  Erindale,  as 
was  the  installation  of  the 
equipment  (the  installation 
of  the  equipment  was 
originally  to  have  been  done 
by  university  support 
personnel.  However, 
Supervisor  Miller  never  got 
around  to  issuing  the 
necessary  orders  for  the 
work  to  be  started).  A 
pledge  from  Paul  Fairgrieve, 
the  Treasurer  of  S.A.G.E., 
to  try  to  provide  $200.00 
for  the  necessary  changes,

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EDITORIAL 


Students  are  demanding  equal  staff-student 
representation  at  the  Departmental  and  College 
Level,  on  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  Council. 
Staff  members  naturally  are  hesitant  about 
giving  away  important  political  power,  especially 
to  young  people  who  on  the  whole,  seem 
unconcerned,  uninterested,  and  ignorant  about  the 
governing  and  directing  of  their  lives. 

The  University  is  a  way  of  life,  a  livelihood  to 
faculty  members. 

Students,  on  the  other  hand,  seem  to  be  here 
mostly  to  drink,  chase  tail,  and  worry  about 
getting  done  what  they  are  told  to  do. 

If  they  don't  do  what  they're  told,  how  will 
they  get  a  good  job  when  they  finally  must  leave 
The  Institution? 

Perhaps  most  students  do  like  to  exist  in  an 
environment  controlled  by  paternal  figures 
hovering  in  the  Olympian  mists  above  them. 

It  is  obvious,  though,  that  there  are  students 
who  would  like  to  show  the  world,  and  in 
particular  the  ruling  fathers  that  given  half  a 
chance,  people  who  range  in  age  from  eighteen  to 
thirty  are  capable  of  directing  their  own  destinies 
in  a  sensible,  responsible  and  mature  way. 

Strange  is  the  world  that  considers  people  in 
the  above-mentioned  age  bracket  to  be  children 
who  must  be  led,  entranced  by  the  Pied  Piper, 
"Adult  Knowledge". 

University  is  not  a  paradise  beyond  the 
mountain  wall.  It  is  more  like  a  horror  story. 

A  horror  story,  because  one  of  the  prime 
characteristics  of  both  a  good  horror  story  and 
University  is  mystery  —  issues  and  events  shaded 
and  obscured  so  nothing  remains  but  a  frightening 
cloud  of  incongruities. 

Many  faculty  members  seem  to  fear  a 
juggernaut  of  Student  Power,  controlled  by  a  few 
Radicals,  —  a  juggernaut  that  must  be  stopped  at 
all  costs. 

Many  students  fear  an  institution  that 
overwhelms  them  with  committees,  reports, 
government  at  many  levels  .  .  . 

No  wonder  a  large  percentage  of  students 
decide  to  be  apathetic  towards  University  and  its 
concomital  Bureaucracy. 

Just  where  the  hell  can  you  possibly  begin?  In 
a  Bureaucracy,  all  levels  try  to  convince  themselves 
or  others  of  their  importance  within  the 
Institution. 

The  Institutional  immensity  of  the  University 
is  staggering. 

There  are  students  who  are  working  to  try  and 
change  that  by  pressing  for  a  restructuring  of  one 
of  the  main  policy-deciding  levels  of  University 
Government  along  with  a  student-responsibility 
line. 

Support  the  Student  Representatives 
Referendum  November  24th  and  25th. 

A  strong  support  for  this  referendum  will  give 
them  a  powerful  Ace  in  hand  to  return  to  the 
Council  and  say  the  students  want  a  substantive 
say  in  how  their  academic  lives  are  run. 

Supporting  a  referendum  such  as  this  is  much 
more  mature  an  approach  to  the  problem  of 
"Student  Power"  than  hurtling  computers  against 
walls  or  destroying  records. 

You  people  who  are  eighteen  to  thirty  and  are 
unfortunate  enough  to  carry  the  label,  "student", 
indicate  to  our  Faculty  members  that  we  are  not 
their  children. 

Respect  authority;  but  to  avoid  hating  it  or 
worshipping  it,  become  a  significant  part  of  that 
authority.

(ii)  Attend  S.A.G.E.  meetings  and  watch  your 
year  reps  perform.  Attendance  at  the  meetings  is 
only  one  criteria  —  how  your  year  rep  voted  on 
issues  such  as  the  Third  World  Club's  request  for 
money,  whether  they  voiced  their  opinions  or  not 
are  important  factors. 

(iii)  Walk  boldly  into  the  S.A.G.E.  office  and 
look  about  and  find  out  what's  happening. 

(iv)  Get  a  copy  of  last  year's  election  issue  of 
Erindalian,  find  out  what  your  year  reps  promised 
and  hold  them  to  it. 

(v)  Press  your  year  reps  to  keep  you  informed 
on  everything  S.A.G.E.  does. 

These  methods  are  some  ways  you,  the  student 
can  help  the  two  communications.  Next  week  I 
hope  to  show  methods  we,  your  year  reps,  can  get 
involved  in  making  S.A.G.E.  a  student  government.

The  Council  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  has  the 
power: 

—  to  decide  whether  University  100  will  continue 

—  to  decide  what  courses  are  to  be  offered  at  Erindale 

—  to  decide*  whether  first  year  courses  have  exams. 

—  to  deal  with  individual  petitions 

—  to  decide  general  policy  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and 
Science,  and  to  rescind  decisions  made  by  the  E.C.C. 

We  have  two  Erindale  student  representatives  on  this 
body.  There  are  1300  faculty  members  and  68  students. 

This  representation  was  promised  to  be  an  interim 
arrangement  for  the  year  1970-71,  but  on  October  26th  the 
General  Committee  of  this  Council  tabled  for  six  months  a 
motion  calling  for  the  formation  of  a  parity  committee  to 
make  recommendations  concerning  the  Council  structure 
for  next  year. 

The  Student  Representatives  on  the  Faculty  Council 
are  going  to  hold  a  referendum  on  November  24  and  25.  We 
are  not  asking  for  a  revolution  —  we  are  asking  to  be 
allowed  an  effective  and  worthwhile  voice  in  the  decisions 
which  affect  our  college  years,  and  through  them,  our  life.

At  a  basic  level,  the 
power  over  the  physical 
parts  of  the  college  building 
lies  with  A.O.  Miller,  the 
Supervisor  of  Erindale 
College.  If  he  was  convinced 
of  the  need  for 
modifications  he  could  have 
them  done  by  his  order  over 
the  protestations  of  the 
Radio's  staff,  or  S.A.G.E.  or 
an  irresolute  E.C.C. 

However,  I  prefer  to 
believe  that  Mr.  Miller  is  not 
prone  to  such  a  style  of 
ego-tripping.  He  is 
responsible  to  the  Principal, 
who  is  "responsible"  to  the 
E.C.C.  (but  what  kind  of 
effective  legislation  meets 
for  one  day  a  month?)  and 
more  diplomatic  action 
would  seem  likely. 

The  matter  comes  up 
for  the  E.C.C.'s 
consideration  on  November 
16th,  and  will  have  already 
taken  place  as  you  read  this. 
A  further  report  will  be 
forthcoming  in  next  week's 
Erindalian. 

(Editor's  Note:  As  we  go  to 
press,  the  Radio  has 
apparently  produced  a 
compromise  reasonably 
satisfactory  to  both  sides  of 
the  dispute  —  by  playing 
light  music  from  11:30  to 
1:30  every  day.)
